SHOT IN SELF DEFENSE. 
Nu esen, who is a resident of Olney, 
111., came to this city two weeks ago 
to work in Bohkar s b akery. 
S atu r­ 
day night 
a t 8.30 o’clock he was 
standing in front of the b akery when 
a crowd of u nion men came along and 
started u sing ab u sive langu age, 
lie 
retorted and they replied b y pu shing 
him ofl the sidewalk. 
At this ju nc­ 
tu re some of the more radical u nion 
men b egan kicking Neu sen. 


N U E SE N USES REVOLVER. 
Like a flash the man 
drew his 
revolver and b efore the b ystanders 
cou ld realize what was happening the 
I lu silade was on. 
In rapid su ccession fou r shots were 
tired. 
A t the tirst John W u erth fell. 
The next shot stru ck one of his b roth­ 
ers and the third hit another b rother 
in the left leg dropping him. 
The b akers b egan to scatter and the 
txiited wielder of the weapon sent a 
b u llet after them. 
This shot went 
across the street and fou nd lodgment 
in the ab domen of Ed Smith, an in 
nocent b ystander who was m trou t of 
Reeo’s cigar store watching the lray. 
Smith u ttered aery of agony and fell 
to the sidewaik. 
By this time the people were coming 
from the stores and shops nearb y and 
the crowd on the street, which had 
b een considerab le, was gathering and 
ru nning in the direction of the fray. 
Nu esen started to ru n u p Stephenson 
street b u t realized the fu tility of an 
e fort at escape and su rrendered him ­ 
self to the first policeman who ap­ 
peared 


DIED IN AMBULANCE. 
A hu rry call was sent for the am b u ­ 
lance and W u erth was placed in it. 
Dr. Fair was with him and did what 
he cou ld for the su fferer, b u t the man 
was dead b efore the hospital 
was 
reached. 
A carriage was called for Sm ith and 
he wa* taken to the Glob e hospital, 
where he died Su nday morning. 
The Wu erth b rothers were taken to 
the oilice of Dr. Steal, where their 
simpleriwou nds were given attention. 
Neither received an inju ry of any con­ 
sequ ence and in a few days they will 
b e entirely recovered. 


NUESEN ADMITS 
CRIME. 
Nu esen was lodged in the cou nty 
jail and a strong gu ar i was placed 
alxmt the stru ctu re to avoid any pos­ 
sib le effort at violence on the part of 
the friends of the wou nded men. For 
a few minu tes Nu esen was inclined to 
deny that he had tired the shots b u t 
speedily realized tha t he cou ld gain 
nothing b y so doing and made a clear 
statem ent of the whole affair to the 
police and to the sheriff. 
Nu esen had b een in Freeport only 
two weeks, coming from Olney. 
111., 
at the requ est of Rohkar to take the 
place of one of his striking u nion b ak­ 
ers.

rauge weather forecasts, 
esp ecially 
such as relate to severe storms, iloods, 
droughts, 
and 
other 
atmosp heric 
p henomena of a dangerous or damag­ 
ing character, aud 
the p ersistent 
efforts of certain men to foist their 
p redictions up on the p ublic, for p er­ 
sonal gain, have reached such p rop or 
tiens th a t it is deemed advisable fair­ 
ly and temp erately to counteract the 
iniluence of those whom we believe to 
be p reying up on the credulity of the 
p ublic. 
Some of these men may be 
honest, and may. in their ignorance, 
attach undue Imp ortance to storms 
th at may, accidentally, coincide in 
time of occurrence with certain rela 
tlve p ositions of the p lanets, or with 
changes in the p hases and p ositions of 
the moon, or with p eriods of increase 
or decrease in sunsp ots, or ap p arent 
variations in the solar 
intensity. 
Wiseacres of this class find th a t for 
which they sincerely seek, they “ mark 
when they hit and never mark when 
they miss,” and a storm within the 
broad area of the United Mates, and, 
at times, within much broader areas 
on or near the day for which they 
have p rediceed a storm, confirms, in 
their minds, the value of their system 
of p rediction. 
They may believe that they have 
discovered a p hysical law or a meteo r­ 
ological p rincip le that has not been 
revealed 
to 
astronomers, 
meteor­ 
ologists, or o ther scientific investi­ 
gators, but the p ublication of p re­ 
dictions that, by reason of their abso­ 
lute inaccuracy are calculated to be 
p ositively injurious to agricultural, 
commercial, and other industrial in­ 
terests, casts a serious doubt up on the 
honesty of their p urpose, and up on 
their asserted devotion to the p ublic 
welfare. 
Such p ublications bring the 
science of meteorology into disrep ute 
and cannot, therefore, be made In re­ 
sp onse to a desire to advance tiiat 
science along useful lines; and they 
regard the work of the honest in­ 
vestigator, through whose efforts only 
can gains be made in a fundamental 
knowledge of the causation of weather( 
th a t will justify forecasts for a month 
or a season in advance. 
As a result of rigid and careful veri­ 
fication of the work of long range 
weather forecasters some of 
whom 
have so far gained the confidence of 
the rural p ress as to receive liberal 
comp ensation for their p redictions, 
the conclusion is reached th a t these 
forecasters knowingly p erp etrate fraud 
and do p ositive injury to the p ublic 
Forecasts of this descrip tion may p rop 
erly be classed 
with advertisements 
of q uack medicines—both are harmful 
In the extreme. 
The W eather Bureau, with the en­ 
ginery of the United States Govern­ 
ment and its corp s of world renowned 
astronomers and meteorologists, work­ 
ing indefatigably for the discovery of 
the laws and p rincip les underlying 
weather changes, does not essay, ex. 
cep to n rare occasions to go beyond a 
forty-eight hour forecast. It is hop ed, 
however, th a t the time will come 
wnen it will be poasible to forecast 
the weather for coming seasons, to 
sp ecify in what resp ect the coming 
mo nth or season will conform to or de­ 
p art from the weather that is com­ 
mon to the month or season, but that 
time has not yet arrived.
